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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on January 12, 2006. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

The finality of the last action mailed November 25, 2005 is withdrawn because of 
applicant has been not timely informed of the problem was made by the U.S. Patent Office as 
discussed bellow. 

Response to Amendment 
The amendment to the claims filed on January 12, 2006 does not comply with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.173 (b)(2), (c) and (d) which states: 

(b) Making amendments in a reissue application: An amendment in a reissue 
application is made either by physically incorporating the changes into the 
specification when the application is filed, or by a separate amendment paper. If 
amendment is made by incorporation, markings pursuant to paragraph (d) of this 
section must be used. If amendment is made by an amendment paper, the paper 
must direct that specified changes be made. 

(2) Claims. An amendment paper must include the entire text of each claim 
being changed by such amendment paper and of each claim being added by 
such amendment paper. For any claim changed by the amendment paper, a 
parenthetical expression "amended," "twice amended," etc., should follow the 
claim number. Each changed patent claim and each added claim must include 
markings pursuant to paragraph (d) of this section, except that a patent claim or 
added claim should be canceled by a statement canceling the claim without 
presentation of the text of the claim. 

(c) Status of claims and support for claim changes. Whenever there is an 
amendment to the claims pursuant to paragraph (b) of this section, there must 
also be suppUed, on pages separate fi-om the pages containing the changes, the 
status (i.e., pending or canceled), as of the date of the amendment, of all patent 
claims and of all added claims, and an explanation of the support in the disclosure 
of the patent for the changes made to the claims.

In the amendment filed on January 12, 2006, Claim 8 fails to include all changes have 
been made relative to the patent being reissued. In the preliminary amendment filed on January 
12, 2000, claim 8 has been amended the feature of "the slot opening" (line 3) to "the [slot] 
opening". But, the amendment filed on January 12, 2006, the feature remained to be "slot 
opening". Therefore, an appropriated correction is required. And, a new set of claims 
including status and all previous amended subject matters is required when applicant responses 
this office letter. 

Claims rejection/35 U.S.C 251 
Claims 7-13 and 18-21, therefore, are rejected as being based upon an insufficient reissue 
oath/declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251. See 37 CFR 1.175. The nature of the defect is set forth 
above. 

Oath/Declaration 

The reissue oath/declaration filed January 12, 2006 with this application is knowledge 
and is placed in record. If applicant filed further amendment, thereafter, based on a correction 
of the Status of claims such as changing of markings without any deceptive intention, no 
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supplemental reissue declaration/oath is required. However, if applicant amends the claims 
on the merits, a new declaration/Oath with an explanation of what at least one error is found for 
upon which reissue is based on may be required before this reissue application can be allowed. 
See 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414.
